If he makes midfield changes at Olympic Park on 
Tuesday he will choose from among John Coyne, John 
Yzendoorn, John Nyskohus, Theo Selkemidis, Joe Sen- 
kalshi and George Christopoulos.

Can we handle 
the world 
youth titles? 











We were told originally that Mexico would 
play against Australia in Melbourne on 21 
August and Sydney on 24 August. Indeed, 
those dates were published in the Press and 
the fans planned accordingly. 


Last week we were told the dates now are 24 August in 
Sydney and 26 August in Melbourne. 

And so the inerry-go-round continues. 

The Philips Cup semi-finals were set for 31 August and after the 
date was published, it was changed to 10 September. 

League matches are postponed or changed willy-nilly until the 
players themselves no longer know where or whether they are 
playing at the weehend. 

People tell me to shut up and stop criticising. 

But I believe we have to hit the administrators as hard as possi- 
ble, pointing out their mistakes until they wake up to themselves 
and start doing the right thing. 

For we are fecing the greatest Australian-based sporting event 
since the 1856 Olympic Games. 

I refer of course to the 1981 Coca-Cola worid youth 
championships. 

Now is the time the administrators must get their act together. 

If they can’t inspire confidence abut the running of the Philips 
League, then there must be grave doubts among seccer people 
about how the world titles will be run. 

We will have in Australia the elite of the world’s youth players. 
They will not accept sub-standard dressing rooms, second-class 
hotels and sloppy schedules. _ 

Let's hope that the world titles do not turn out to be Australian 
sport's greatest embarrassment. 
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While sitting at the game between Marconi and Adelaide City 
at Marconi Stadium, my white shirt became black with spit from 
some animal behind me. 

Is this type of behavior to become part of everyday life? Un- 
fortunately, it is gripping sport more and more — not just soccer. 

Isn't a coach a human being just like any other? Does he really 
have to sit within the confines of some enclosure to escape the 
barbaric behaviour of the imbiciles? 

] was in the company of three ladies at Marconi but that didn’t 
stop the animals in the crowd behind us from spitting and using 
vile language. 

The previous Wednesday at the same ground, I watched Mar- 
coni and Sydney in one of the finest soccer spectacles I have wit- 
nessed this year. 

But while brilliance was displayed on the field, we had to put up 
with further primitivism on the sidelines. 

Qne Neanderthalean moron referred to “Jews’’ for the full 90 
minutes and in one of the vilest outbursts in memory, he yelled: 
“Hitler was right.”’. ; 

} felt sorry that the people around this idiot did not do some- 
thing to make hiin sit down and shut his trap. It is appalling that 
this sort of thing still goes on and that there are people around 
with such mentality. 

Such people should not be allowed inside a stadium. If they do 
get in and open their inouths they should be ousted immediately.

It’s a shame the Australian Soccer Federation did not synchro- 
nise its imminent Major Marketing Announcements with the 
centenary date. 


The announcements are taking almost’as long as the centenary 
has to reach us. Their importance has been m led by time 
until they now rival In importance the etching of the Ten Com- 
mandments on Mt. Sinai. 


If all the talk is true — and we probably will know finally at the 
end of the month — Australian soccer’s advance may well justify 
eae paranoid fears expressed lately by the-Victorian Football 

eague. 

The key is television. Without television, soccer is unable to 
attract the kind of money it needs. 

According to Rik Booth, chief executive of Australian Soccer 
Federation Marketing Ltd., a major network has been signed up 
to show soccer from late this season. 


The network will be named this month. It almost certainly is 
Nine, supplemented heavily by independent stations 4 of Wo 
gong, 7 of Canberra and O of Newcastle, 


The TV deal involves a national one-hour programme including 
panel discussion, interviews and match highlights, a half-hour 
coaching show aimed at children, edited match replays and some 
direct telecasts. j 

Television will cover the Coca-Cola world youth ar espa 
and the World Cup qualifying games next year as well as local 


soccer, 

Television has been tried before, of course, but when soccer 
was on the 0-10 network and on GTV9 in Melbourne, it was axed 
because of low ratings. 

Better time-slots would help but more than anything, the ASF 
is relying on increased interest in soccer during the youth 
championships and the World Cup campaign. 

With TV as the lure, the ASF hopes to attract at least one more 
sponsor to help carry the cost of the national team sponsors for 
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individual clubs and co-sponsors for the Philips League whose 
costs are spiralling. 

To this end, the league’s name may be changed to the Austral- 
ian National League. , 


The ASF already has $550,000 from English marketing firm 
West Nally as the ASF share of a world-wide soccer sponsorship 
package sold by West Nally to major corporations, 


Philips Industries’ current commitment is $210,000 and Coca- 
Cola provides $85,000 domestically apart from the $1 miliion and 
more it will spend on the world youth titles here next year. 

A full-time marketing manager and a publicity manager scon 
will be appointed by the ASF. They are expected to help organise 
ASF product endorsements and, more important, to market lead- 
ing players as national personalities, 

Personality promotion started when the Socceroos qualified for 
the 1974 World Cup finals in West Germany. Johnny Warren, Man- 
fred Schaefer, Branko Buljevic, Jack Reilly, Attila Abonyi, Peter 
Wilson — started to be recognised by the general public rather 
than just the devoted soccer fans. 

Now, under the guidance of publicity-conscious coach Rudi 
Gutendorf, we have personalities with even greater potential — 
“Fast Eddie’ Krncevic, Peter ‘Bullet’? Sharne, evergreen 
Jimmy Rooney who is due to play his 100th national team game, 
tiny Tommy Cumming and Gary Cole, the blond bomber. 


In Europe and South America soccer is big at the top because 
growth started among the children. 


Here, junior participation has been encouraged by first gaining 
success at the top. 

When the Socceroos reached the World Cup finals, there was a 
dramatic upsurge in the number of registered junior players. 

Player participation, including juniors, is said by the ASF to be 
about 500,000. 

If Gutendorf’s Socceroos beat their Asian opponents to clinch 
one of two qualifying berths in the 1982 World Cup finals in Spain, 
there probably will be another sudden increase.

For me Rudi Gutendorf is 
the only really professional 
coach in this country. 


Rudi is excellent because he has a 
professional understanding of play- 
ers’ needs. 

He gave me my chance in the 
national team and he really trusts me 
and | trust him. 

Rudi has brought 100% discipline into 
the national team and 1 believe we have an 
ane or 90%, chance of getting to Spain in 


Our preparation is good and next year I 
think we will be better because I can see 
us training together more regularly, 
maybe two or three times a week. 

I started playing as a young boy in Yu- 
goslavia like most boys in Europe and I 
joined Velez Mostar as a junior. 


After two years I was signed by Velez as 
a professional in 1965 and this was the 
start of an 1l-year career for me as a full- 
time player. I played 385 games in the 
league and in cup competitions both in Yu- 
goslavia and Europe. 

I have played against Bayern Munich, 
PSV Eindhoven and teams from Italy and 
during my career I have played at left 
back, midfield and of course, in Australia, 
as sweeper.

Australian soccer is very different to 
soccer in Yugoslavia because, being a pro- 
fessional over there means that you train 
twice daily and three times a day pre-sea- 
so 


n. 

Here you have to work before you train 
so you can't expect to train at your best. 

I may work eight or nine hours in a day 
and then be expected to train hard. 

And Les Scheinflug, Marconi’s coach, 
trains you very hard. 

Comparing young players here with 
those in Yugoslavia, it worries me to see 
that no youngsters are coming into Marco- 
ni‘s team whereas as in Yugoslavia two or 
three boys are produced and moulded into 
first team players by coaches who have 
had many years of professional ex- 
perience as players and know what they 
are doing. 

And there is no big money here. 

Velez paid my wages and got mea flat 
so I lived well as a player in Yugoslavia. 


In 1876 I had signed with Karlsruhe in 
the West German Second Division but 
Rale Rasic rang me in Yugoslavia and 
convinced me to come to Australia. 


So I came here and have been with Mar- 
coni ever since. 

It is hard for a top team like Marconi to 
maintain its place. This year we have suf- 
fered from injuries and suspensions and 
after Australia’s successful tour of China 
last year some of us needed a break from 
soccer. 

But now we are very confident when we 
take the field. 

There are some very good players 
here but Australian soccer is like English 
soccer — 100% physical. 

I prefer playing with the ball rather 
than the man and I can’t see our soccer 
changing much if we are forced into bring- 
ing English coaches here because of the 
language barrier. 

But players like Peter Sharne and Eddie 
krncevic could do well in Europe pro- 
vided they had good coaching. 

I am not impressed by the coaching 
here and it will be hard to attract top over- 
seas coaches because we just don’t have 
the money.

We suffer because the life of a player 
here is different from overseas and the 
semi-professional nature of Australian 
soccer means that players drink and 
socialise more than top players overseas, 

I can’t see our semi-professional nature 
changing because too many Australians 
dislike soccer and only those who have 
come from soccer contries are devoted to 
the game here. 


Marconi, Sydney City, Heidelberg and 
Hellas are excellent teams and I that 
Sydney City will win the 1989 PSL 
championship. 

They have a much easier run home than 
the other top clubs because they don't 
have to play Marconi, Heidelberg or 
Hellas whereas we have to go to Mel- 
bourne to play Heidelberg and that will be 
a very hard game. 


As for the soccer Press, I think that 
Melbourne is better off than Sydney, espe- 
cially with “Soccer Action” and the fact 
that although people there may not be 
happy with the soccer coverage in the 
daily papers, in Sydney it is worse. 

The only writer I talk to in Sydney is 
Tommy Anderson and it is ridiculous to 
get up at 1) am on Sunday to watch only 
two minutes of soccer on TV. 

_ And Melbourne crowds are better also. 

I know from playing with the national 
team that it is better for us playing in Mel- 
bourne because we get more support 
there. 

Overall I think Melbourne people are 


“more in support of soccer than Sydney 


people. 

I see the Philips League as of great 
benefit to Australian soccer but I think 
that there are too many Sydney clubs in- 
volved and I think the league would be im- 
proved if a club from Perth or Wollongong 
were included. 

It would be better to get clubs from all 
round Australia playing in the league 
rather than having mainly Sydney or Mel- 
bourne clubs. 

As for my future, well, I think that I 
have one or two seasons left in senior soc- 
cer. 

Then I will go back to Yugoslavia and 
settle down, maybe watching some Yugos- 
lav games from time to time. 

I’ve had 18 years of playing, getting in- 
jured, training and being suspended so I 
think that that Is long enough for me, 

I have no thoughts about coaching. 
Rather, I just want to go back to Yugos- 
lavia and live quietly. 





When the best clubs left their respective State Leagues to form 
the PSL in 1977, they also robbed the State Leagues of most of 
their earning power. j 

The smaller clubs didn’t like It at all. 

The PSL is outside the normal framework of promotion and 
relegation — something else the States do not like. 

Rather than being a natural flow-on from State competitions 
which represent the numerical s th of Australian soccer, the 
PSL has cut itself off and therefore is unable to draw spectators 
from the myriad small clubs that feel no affinity with the big 
J 


eague. 

The ASF now is studying a logical solution — to play PSL in 
summer, after the other leagues have finished. 

Competition for media coverage also would be less intense 
during the months in which Australian Rules and Rugby League 
are not played, the ASF argues, 

Reorganisation within the State Federations also is taking 
place to make the competitions more attractive. 

For the first time this year, two teams instead of one will be 
promoted from the Metropolitan League to the State League. 

This will complete a two-up, two-down promotion-relegation 
system which runs through 10 divisions. 


But some clubs bite off more than they can chew as they strive 
to capture some of the limelight at the top. 


Mooroolbark went broke after one season in the PSL; Western 
Suburbs folded up after two years; and seco to at least one 
prominent PSL official, others will start collapsing under heavy 
debts mid-way through next year. 

In the Victorian State League, Albion Rovers were unable to 
continue paying their players last year and Frankston City now is 
in a critical financial position after bringing guest players 
Eammon Bannon, Martin Peters and Martin Chivers from - 
land. 


One of the quaintest contradictions of a sport riddled with con- 
tradictions is that although the so-called ‘‘ethnic’ clubs draw ade- 
quate crowd support, the ethnic image ts being suppressed by the 
federations. 


The feferations aim to give soccer an Australian Image but in- 
stead of building a national competition around genuine district 
clubs, they are building that competition around Greek and Ital- 
ian clubs that are ordered to change their names so they appear to 
be district clubs. 

The reason is that district clubs draw crowds of 50 whereas 
Hellas, Marconi, Makedonia, Olympic and others command 
perhaps 5000. ; 

It remains te be seen whether the “‘Australianisation” process 
attracts the general public to matches or whether In the long run, 
it will cost the big clubs the support they are fighting so hard to 
keep. 

It has been proved that the Socceroos can be marketed, be- 
cause they represent soccer’s big-time, just as Muhammad All is 
the biggest in boxing, Bjorn Borg the biggest in tennis and the 
Grand Final the biggest in VFL. 

And the Socceroos’ reputation will be boosted further on their 
world tour in December and the World Cup qualifying games next 


ear. 
Marketing of club soccer will be much more difficult, but after 
100 years, at least we're working on It.
